Power toboggans under the 
amended bylaw may be oper- 
ated on the road during day- 
light hours under the followa 
ing conditions: 

1, They travel on the 
extreme right of the road- 
way, 
2. They travel directly to 
the unrestricted area, 

3. They travel at a speed 
of 10 m.p,h, or less, 

4, They are operated 
without passengers other 
than the driver. 

They cannot be operated 
on walkways or sidewalks, 

Sgt. Williams said the 
changes were made to acc- 
ommodate residents of the 
town but they were consider- 
ed to be on a trial basis, 


If the privileges were abused, 


then council would be re- 
quested to exclude them, 
Sgt. Williams said some 
smaller towns may allow 
power toboggans to travel on 
roadways at will and at all 
times, but this would pro- 
bably be in centres where 
there were not many motor 
vehicles andthus there would 
not be a safety hazard, 
Under the St, Albert by- 


law, operators of power to= 
boggans must be at least 14 
years of age, There is no 


provincial restriction 
regarding age.

ALBERTA'S AGRICULTURE MINISTER RUSTE URGES 


Caution with DDT 


Indiscriminate dumping of 
DDT insecticide down house= 
hold drains andsewers could 
create greater pollution pro= 
blems than those which gov= 
ernments are trying to 
resolve, warns Alberta’s 
agriculture minister H, A, 
Ruste. Referring to the 
recent decision of the federal 
government to sharply limit 
the use of DDT in 1970, 
Mr, Ruste said present 
stocks of DDT can be used 
in accordance with instruct- 
{ons and warnings printed on 
the container, However, 
after present supplies have 
been used up the number of 
food crops on which the in- 
secticide may be used will 
be reduced from the present 
62 to 12. 

In addition to placing « 
lim't on the number of crops 
on which DDT may be used 
the federal government has 
sald that the chemical may 
not be used on any largescale 
program to control such in=- 
sects as mosquitoes and bit- 
ing flies in urban communi- 
ties, parks, recreation areas 
forests and so on, 


Where householders wish 
to dispose of any small 
amounts of DDT rather than 
use it this should be done by 
auormal garbage pick-up for 
burial at garbage disposal 
sites, Farmers without acce 
ess to such disposal are ade 
vised to bury the chemical 
and the container at least 
18 inches deep in a location 
away from streams, water 
courses, dugouts, wells and 
other water supplies. 


Mr, Ruste said Alberta’s 
position on DDT use and 
restrictions will follow very 
closely the federal govern- 
ment’s policy. However, in 
accordance with recominen- 
dations made by both the 
Alberta Interdepartmantal 
Committee on pesticides and 
the Western CanadaCommi- 
ttees on crop and livestock 
pesticides a complete ban 
will not be ordered at this 
time, For a number of years 
said the minister, the Alber- 
ta department of agriculture 
has recommended the use of 
less persistent insecticides, 
and will continue to do so,

WHAT TO LOOK FOR WHEN BUYING BEDDING 

Quality is your guideline for the best buy. Quality is 


determined by 


the thread count (number of threads 


woven in one square inch) and the balance of lengthwise 
and crosswise threads in one square inch, (e.g., a sheet 
labelled 100 x 100 is better balanced or more even 
weave than one labelled 13 x 107). 

Trade names that denote quality: Percale: 180 - 200 
thread count, Muslin or ‘‘Homustead’’ 130 ~ 140 thread 


count, 


ARE ‘NO IRON’? SHEETS REALLY ADVANTAGEOUS? 
Yes, for gemeral everyday use, especially in large 
families, these practical sheets are great time andlabor 


savers, 


HOW TO RECOGNIZE TOP-QUALITY SHEETS QUICKLY 

Hems tell the workmanship story. They should be 
straight, neatly finished with close, even stitches and 
have closed ends, either tacked or back-stitched to 


prevent unravelling. 


WHAT TO KNOW ABOUT WEAVE 
A loosely woven shest wears out quickly, soils and 
wrinkles easily. Too tight a weave doesn’t let water and 
suds through. Hold the sheet up into the light and check 


the sheet, 


WHY DO SHEETS NEED TO “‘REST’’? 

Sheets used constantly wear out more quickly, If 
given atime to rest in your linen closet, they dry out 
completely, don’t have to withstand such continued 
pressure from bed-making, laundering and troning. 

HOW TO CARE FOR COLORED SHEETS 

Ne@! no more care than white sheets - will keep their 
color if treated as carefully as you do your white sheets. 
Mild bleaches can be used safely. 

IS THE SELV EDGE OF A SHEET IMPORTANT? 

Very! Good sheets have a firm, strong selvedge that 
{s clean and neat, without loose, untidy threads, 

HOW CAN YOU TELL WHEN A SHEET IS “FILLED’’? 

Rub parts of the sheet together, or snap the fabric 
briskly, If a fine dust or white powdery substance app- 
ears, the sheet is ‘“‘filled’’ to make it appear a better 
quality than it is, This filling washes out in the first 


laundering,

Cyclamates 


The decision has been 
made to discontinue the use 
of the artificial sweetener, 
cyclamate, in dietetic pro- 
ducts, New scientific evid- 
ence has been found, indica- 
ting that MASSIVE doses of 
cyclamates over a lifetime 
period has caused tumors 
in rats, 

What brought about this 
new evidence? 

Results of exparlments 
showed rats that developed 
cancerous tumors, The rats 
were given 2500 milligrams 
of cyclamates per kilogram 
of body weight for 104 weeks 
(almost their entire life 
span), 

On a body weight basis, 
a 150 lb, man would have to 
consume 500 8ounce bottles 
of low calorie drink each 
day of his entire life to 
compare with the amount 
given to the experimental 
rats, There is no evidence 
to date that cyclamates have 
caused any harmful effects 
in humans, In fact, animals 
receiving a daily dose of 
cyclamate, equivalent on a 
body weight basis to an ine 
take of 200 8ounce low- 
calorie soft drinks by a 150 
pound man did not show any 
tumor development. 


What is the phase-out 


schedule? 

Foods containing cycla- 
mates will be removed from 
the market as follows: 

Low-calorie soft drinks 
and mixes ~- Nov, 30, 1969. 

Dietetic jams, jellies an¢ 
desserts - April 1, 1970. 

Dietetic canned fruits - 
Sept, 1, 1970, 

For diebetics or others 
who might require artificial 
sweeteners, soft drinks and 
canned fruits containing sac- 
charin or a saccharin-sugar 
mixture will be available 
after the above dates, The 


label will carry a declara- 


tion of the contents, Sacc- 


harin is not a cyclamate, 
and has been used for more 
than 75 years with no known 
health hazard, However, it 
is being given top priority 


to long term studies, 


If you have dietetic foods 
left in your cupboards, do 


not throw them out, A mod- 


erate use of these foods 


within limits of a prescribe 
ed diet does not constitute 


a health hazard. 


Miss Berg, the depart- 
ment of agriculture’s food 
and nutrition specialist, 
feels that anything in excess 
is harmful --even too much
